Th e following statutes h ave been 
selected, setting forth ^peed limit in 
city and town limits:

Indianapolis, May 23.—Th e Capital 
City Brewing company , defendant in a 
quo warranto proceeding brough t by 
Attorney 
General 
Bingh am, 
asking 
th at th e corporation be dissolved and 
ousted from doing business in th is 
state on account of various alleged 
violations of its corporate righ ts, won 
th e first round in th e battle, Judge 
Clarence E. Weir of Marion superior 
court, sustaining a demurrer to th e 
complaint. Attorney General Bingh am 
will c a rry th e case to th e supreme 
court. 
An extraordinary situation is expect­ 
ed to develop with in th e next few 
weeks, as four similar cases are pend­ 
ing in th e oth er rooms of th e superior 
court, and conflicting rulings on de­ 
murrers are looked for. It is said th at 
alth ough th e argument took place be­ 
fore all th e judges, th e latter were un­ 
able to agree as to a decision to be 
h anded dowm as th e ruling in all th e 
cases, and if present predictions prove 
correct a part of th e Marion county 
bench will uph old th e righ t of th e at­ 
torney general to bring th e suit in its 
present form, wh ile oth ers will deny 
th e righ t.

Judge Weir, in sustaining th e de­ 
murrer. did not h old th e complaint of 
th e attorney general was insufficient 
or did not constitute a cause of action 
if properly brough t.
